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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to applicants' arguments regarding "Tine Examiner cites Milillo for allegedly disclosing that element. 
While Milillo discloses a copy of bitmap having the accumulated write commands received by the primary target volume from source 
volume, Milillo still does not disclose or suggest "a first point in time virtual copy", the arguments have been fully considered but are not 
found to be persuasive, because as previously argued by the examiner Milillo teaches the source volume receiving a series of write 
commands from a host and making a snapshot copy by establishing a bitmap with the updated write commands. A copy of the bitmap 
having the accumulated write commands is received by primary target volume from source volume. The Bitmap is then reset (updated) at 
the source volume in order to identify the next set of accumulated write commands (Se column 8, lines 1 3-67). Examiner believes this 
teaches updating the first bitmap as argued by the applicant. 
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
